He  had  a  personal  pride  in  the  old 
family  oonneetton  and  regarded  hhaeetf  «a  one 
of  the  inheritors  of  the  traditions  of  the  British 
race.  To  Bcother  Jonathan  belongs  a  l|Ur  ahare 
of  the  credit  for  the  peaceful  relations  existing

NATIONAL  OUBACRBItnOt 

Uncle  Sam,  like  Jtitin  Bui!.  Is  more  of  a  con- 
ventional symbol  than  a  national  character,  a 
national  fiction  rather  than  an  actual  political 
or  racial  phenomenon.  He  Is  a  picttiresque 
figure,  almost  or  quite  as  familiar  to  American 
newspaper  readers  as  Buster  Brown  used  to  be 
or  as  Mr.  JIggs  is  now,  but  It  Is  chiefly  as  a  tutor- 
ial figure  commonly  appcarliiR  in  pcjUtlcal  car- 
toons that  he  Is  ki^own  to  the  public.  The  con- 
<vehtlonal  representation  of  his  physical  form 
and  features  Is  a  far  simpler  and  easier  task  than 
a  delineation  ol  his  mental  and  moral  attitudes 
and  tendencies. 

John  Bull  is  also  an  instantaneously  recog- 
nized pictorial  figure,  but, owing  to  certain  cir- 
cumstances he  is  universally  appreciated  as  an 
individual  disthigulshed  by  native  and  personal 
idlosyncracies.  One  of  these  circumstances  Is 
that  the  character  was  f\rst  drawn  by  a  master 
hand,  not  with  the  pencil  of  an  artist  but  with 
the  descriptive  power  of  literary  genius.  His 
creator  was  John  Arbuthnot,  a  Scottish  physician, 
the  familiar  friend  of  Pope  and  Swift.  The  '  His- 
tory of  John  Bull,"  largely  an  account  of  Britain 
during  Marlborough's  wars,  took  the  form  of  an 
altafory.  and  in  his  preface  the  author  frankly 
owned  his  "Inflnlte  obligations"  to  Bunyan. 
Arbuthnot's  apologue  represented  John  Bull  as 
an  honest  clothier  and  described  in  great  de- 
tail the  characters  of  John's  sister.  Peg.  who 
•tood  for  the  Church  and  Nation  of  Scotland; 
NIC  Frog,  the  Dutchman;  Lord  Btrnth,  the 
Spaniard,  and  Lewis  Baboon,  the  Frenchman. 

About  one  hundred  years  later  the  character 
Of  John  Bull  was  again  drawn,  this  time  by  the 
friendly  hand  of  an  American,  Wa-shlngton  Ir- 
ving, to  whom  tlie  task  was  clearly  a  labor  of 
kyve.  In  this  essay  the  hero  Is  represented  as  an 
old-fashioned  coinifry  gentleman  with  many 
sturdy  old-fashioned  virtues.  Half  a  century 
laler  another  American.  James  Russell  Xjowell,  In 
his  famous  r.'?.'?ay  "On  a  Certain  Condescension 
in  Foreigners,"  had  something  to  say  about  Mr. 
BulU  partly  eritleal,  partly  appreclaUve. 

On  the  other  hand  that  profound  phtlo.soplier. 
the  Scottish  David  Hume,  denies  that  there  Is  a 
natlonil  BngUsh  type.  The  Bngllsh,  he  says, 
"are  tlie  moet  remarkable  of  any  people  tliai  ever 
wore  In  the  world. '  in  this  particular,  namely, 
that  Bngland  being  a  mixture  of  monarchy,  aris- 
tocracy and  demoorncy.  "there  Is  In  that  nation 
a  wonderful  intermixture  of  numners  and  char- 
acters." and  that,  henea,  "the  BngUah.  of  any 
people  in  the  unlver.se.  have  the  least  of  a  na- 
tional char^acter;  unless  this  very  singularity 
may  appear  to  pa«  for  such." 

To  delineate  correctly  and  fairly  the  inner 
character  of  the  authentic  Unela  Sam  Is  bideed 
sidUBciilt  task.  The  newspapers  of  foreign  coun- 
tries arc  hardly  a  safe  guide,  particularly  those 
ol  continental  Europe  and  South  America.  The 
BritWi  race,  for  obvloos  rsasens.  are  apt  to  judge 
Uncle  S.Tni  with  Indulgence  and  even  favor. 
NeverM^eiess,  it  is  necessary  to  make  a  distinc- 
tfon  at  this  potot.  fineie  Bam  is  now  taken  as 
the  concrete  embodiment  of  American  political 
Ideals  and  national  policy,  but  there  is  another 
American  penonage  who  waa»  during  the  ame- 


LABT     C.  OP  BOBKBt  DBIPT 

Private  John  Williams,  the  last  survivor  of  the 
eight  men  who  were  awarded  the  Victoria  Cross 
for  the  defence  of  Rorke's  Drift,  Is  dead.  The 
engagement  was  in  the  Zulu  War  of  1879,  on  the 
night  of  January  n-SI.  Rorke's  Drift  was  a  mis- 
sion station  conststhig  of  two  buildings  thirty 
yards  apart  and  used  as  a  hospital.  It  was  held 
by  eighty  men  of  the  34th  Regiment  under  Lieu 
tenant  Bromhead.  and  a  few  volunteers  and  dc 
partmental  ofBcers,  the  whole  under  Ueutenant 
Chard, 

When  news  was  received  of  the  approach  of 
a  strong  body  of  the  enemy  a  laager  was  formed 
to  connect  the  two  buildings,  consisting  of  barri- 
cades four  feet  high.  The  laager  was  divided  Into 
two  by  a  tran.sverse  barricade.  Private  John  Wil- 
liams and  two  other  men  in  charge  of  three 
patients  were  poatad  in  one  of  the  Isolated  rooms 
For  an  hour  the  door  of  this  room  was  held 
against  the  enemy.  At  last  the  door  was  forced 
and  two  of  Williams'  comrades  and  a  patient 
were  killed.  Williams  took  two  patients  to  the 
next  room  after  breaking  through  the  partition 
with  a  ptekaxef  and  there  he  Joined  Private 
Henry  Hook  and  six  wounded  men  Three  rooms 
lay  between  the  pursued  and  refuge  with  the 
main  part.v^tMe  British.  Williams'  plekaxa  was 
again  brought  Into  play.  Then  the  Zulus  set  fire 
to  the  roof,  which  made  escape  more  difllcult.  A 
way  was  broken  through,  however,  to  the  last 
room  through  a  small  window,  the  opening  being 
enlarged  by  the  aid  of  the  pickaxe.  Williams  and 
his  companions  succeeded  in  gettint  the  wounded 
to  the  laager. 

In  1803  Williams  was  dischz^rgcd  from  the 
Reserve,  but  rejoined  for  the  duration  of  the  war, 
despite  his  age,  and  served  at  the  depot  at 
Brecon.  The  story  of  Rorke's  Drift  should  be  told 
and  retold  in  every  echool  of  the  Empire.  Bravery 
never  goes  out  of  f  adilon.
